It all happened because P. J. Mouat, 
deputy internal revenue collector of 
Janesville, was in the city Wednesday 
and collected from the Federation of 
Women's Clubs J35.43 as a tax and 
200 percent penalty, amounting, in all 
to $109.2*, as a tax on a dance given 
under tho auspices, and at the request 
of tho local Red Cross. The proceeds 
of the dance were under instructions 
of the Red Cross and were used to 
send a Christmas grift to every soldier 
who was serving his country from this 
city and vincinity, and the remainder 
of the money taken in at the danco 
was turned over to the Red Cross. 
Under protest the ladies turned 
over the $73.00 penalty, they being- re- 
fused the opportunity to hold a board 
meeting- or to confer with the Bed 
Cross officials. 
The 
Federation 
of 
Women's Clubs are an organization of 
137 representative women of the city 
most of whom are members of tho 
Red'Croos. The object of this body is 
to further educational, municipal and 
philanthropic work and no salaries or 
compensation is received by officers or 
members. The scope of their work is 
indicated by the fact that they sold 
$7000.00 worth of Liberty Bonds on 
the second drive and are now taking 
hold of the third liberty loan drive. 
The Ayataia Club, whose member- 
ship includes a number o£ young" lad- 
ies were called upon to pay $91.00 as 
a penalty and tax on a dance given 
by them for the Edgerton boys in 
Company M of the 126 Infantry. Tho 
entire proceds of the dance together 
with some money that they had in 
their treasurv was turned over to our 
soldier boys.
